GENERAL ORDINANCE NUMBER G- 

An Ordinance amending General Ordinance 
Number G-14-81 dealing with animal control. 

WHEREAS, General Ordinance Number G-14-81 adopted 

September 22, 1981, enacted §§6-1 - 6-53 into The Code 

of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974; and, 

WHEREAS, there is need to repeal and amend certain 

provisions of The Code of the City of Fort Wayne dealing with 

animals and fowl. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Common Council of 


the City of Fort Wayne, as follows: 

Section 1 . Where hereafter used or referred to in this 
ordinance The Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, of 
1974 shall be designated as "the Code". 

Section 2. Article I. Definitions Sec. 6-1 of the Code 


is amended as follows: 


Cattery: Any person, group of persons, partnership or 

corporation engaged in keeping more than 
three (3) unaltered cats. 

Kennel: Any person, group of persons, partnership or 

corporation engaged in keeping more than 
three (3) unaltered dogs or the business of 
boarding or training for a fee or grooming. 

Section 3 . There is hereby added to Article III, Sec. 

6-4 the following: 


(21) Puppies and Kittens Sale etc. No puppy or 
kitten which is under the age of eight (8) weeks 
may be offered for sale, trade or for other 
compensation or for free give away; (except a 
puppy or kitten or litter or litters may be 
taken to the animal control shelter). 


Article IIL of the Code is further amended by changing 
the numbering of existing paragraphs (21) through (23^ of 


Sec. 6-4 to read (Jfr) , (22), (23), (24), (25), (26), (27), 


(28) and (29) and by revoking in its entirety existing 
paragraph (29) of said Sec. 6-4 and by substituting therefor 
the following:

(1) Any person for pay or other compensation

(8) No puppy or kitten under the age of eight (8) 
weeks may be offered for sale, trade or for 
other compensation or for free give away, (except 
a dog, cat, puppy or litten or litter or litters 
thereof taken to the animal control shelter). 

Section 7. Sec. 6-13 of Article V of the Code entilted 

"Pet shop permit" is amended to read as follows: 

(6) No puppy or kitten under the age of eight (8) 
weeks may be offered for sale, trade or for other 
compensation, or for free give away (except a puppy 
or kitten or litter or litters taken to the animal 
control). 

Section 8. Sec. 6-19 of Article VI of the Code entitled 
Fees is amended to read as follows: 


In addition to all other fees required by law to be 
paid the following fees shall be paid: 

(1) Pet registration: 

For the years 1984, 1985 and the subsequent years 
which years shall commence on February 1 and 
end on the succeeding January 30: 

Each altered dog or cat for the year commencing 
February 1, 1984 . $ 2.00 

Each unaltered dog or cat for the year 

commencing February 1, 1984 . $10.00 

Each unaltered dog or cat for the year commencing 
February 1, 1985..... $15.00 


Each unaltered dog or cat for the year commencing 
February 1, 1986 and successive years.$20.00 


(y Upon a statement from a licensed veterinarian setting

No permit shall 
be issued unless proof of vaccination against 
rabies is shown at the time of application for 
the permit. 


Any owner of such animal who moves into the city 
for purposes of establishing or residing or who 
becomes a resident as result of annexation shall 
have thirty (30) days in which to obtain the permit 
required by this chapter.

Re: Animal License Fee Ordinance 


The Board of Directors of The Fort Wayne Humane Society, commends the 
Council for their continuing efforts in the care of animals and in the re¬ 
duction of the animal population of the city. Proper licensing is but one 
measure in this process and in the spirit of developing the best form of 
licensing, we submit the following suggestions on the Ordinance now under 
consideration. 

1. The present $5.00 license fee has not resulted in significant volun¬ 
tary compliance. Assuming the license cost to be a factor, it seems probable 
that $20.00 for a license will result in significant lesser compliance - at 
least on a voluntary basis. 

2. The cost of animal licenses should be determined within the perspec¬ 
tive of costs for other licenses with which the general citizenry is confronted 
as distinguished from specialized areas that touch only a commercial or other¬ 
wise limited group. We recommend an examination of other such license charges 
so that the annual cost of a license for a dog or cat will appear reasonable 
within this relationship. 

3. When the Comprehensive Humane Ordinance was passed two years ago, we 
suggested an alternative to a central licensing office. That proposal would 
make animal licenses available to citizens in a manner similar to which hunt¬ 
ing and fishing licenses are sold. Under this plan, anyone interested in pro¬ 
viding such licenses would buy a book of licenses from the City and re-sell 
them through their own animal-related business (grooming clinic, pet shop, 
kennel1, veterinary office, animal supply store and the like). The license? 
would sell for a few dollars with a small proportion retained by the issuing 
agent to offset the cost of the service. A copy of the license could be indexed 
to show the type of animal, breed, sex, color, age, weight, etc. and thus serve 
a supplemental function for locating the owners of lost animals. 

4. It is our conclusion that the generation of funds for the benefit of 
the Shelter and the Spay-Neuter Clinic will meet with greater success by the 
sale of a larger number of licenses at a lesser cost, rather than a few licenses 
at a high cost. The small advertisement on the counter of a grooming clinic 
will invite convenient compliance as against the time and travel that would con¬ 
front the animal owner to procure licenses from a sole central location. 
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5. The Fort Wayne Humane Society stands ready to provide further 
service to the Council in the development of this and any other Ordinance 
revisions as may be appropriate.
